JERUSALEM - (NEA) - 
The first Arab to reach a 
top 
spot

Israeli 
government has to be some­ 
thing special. 
And that is as good a cap 
sule description as any of 
Adul Aziz Zuabi. deputy min­ 
ister of health and firm be­ 
liever in the practicality of 
combining Arab and Jewish 
patriotism. 
At 45, his appointment to 
the cabinet was a victory for 
those in Israel who have in 
s i s t e d that coexistence is 
possible despite the intermit­ 
tent warfare between the two 
peoples 
for 
the 
last 
five 
decades. 
“I am against patriotism 
that is based on hate for an­ 
other nation,” said Zuabi re­ 
cently in his modest Jeru­ 
salem office. “I oppose the 
Arab f e d e r a t i o n among 


Egypt, Syria and Libya be­ 
cause the only thing that 
unites 
those 
countries 
is 
hatred for Israel. Patriotism 
means defending the rights 
of your people, while recog­ 
nizing the rights of other 
people ” 
From the mountains of the 
Lower Galilee, Zuabi made 
his way to the Israeli parlia­ 
ment and to national promi­ 
nence while the older gen­ 
eration of Arab leaders in 
Israel is considered “spine­ 
less,” Zuabi has been known 
as a (rank—but moderate— 
Arab leader. 
He talks in one breath 
about his Arab brethren and 
about his country Israel. Al­ 
though he considers himself 
an Arab patriot, Israel has 
sent him on three visits to 
the United States. On his 
most recent 
visit he told 
Hadassah. a Zionist women's 


organization, that “The peo­ 
ple of Israel and the Arab 
peoples shall forever live in 
the Middle East — not in 
America, not in the Soviet 
Union, not in Asia or Africa 
—only in the Middle East.” 
He also cautioned the wom­ 
en at their national conven­ 
tion to “forget about peace 
that will be only good for the 
Jews, just like the Arabs 
should forget about peace 
that only suits the Arabs. 
Peace can be reached only 
by a compromise ” 
Born in Nazareth, 
Zuabi 
completed high school stud­ 
ies in Jerusalem during the 
British Mandate over Pales­ 
tine 
He 
worked 
for 
the 


Din had been made mayor of 
Nazareth, the largest Arab 
city in Israel, that the road 
was cleared. 
Wher 
Abdul Aziz 
Zuabi 
talks about national coex­ 
istence, he does not think 
about it merely in political 
terms. For him it is personal. 
His wife is a Sabra, or na­ 
tive-born Israeli She worked 
at the Mapam party office 
as a secretary, where she 
met Zuabi. 
They hesitated before de­ 
ciding on marriage because 
in Israel only religious au­ 
thorities have the right to 
perform marriages. Thus a 
Jew cannot marry a Moslem 
because both religions for­ 
bid intermarriage. Eventual­ 
ly, however, the Arab poli­ 
tician and the Jewish secre­ 
tary flew to Cyprus for a

One opposition newspaper 
plays up American losses in 
Vietnam, runs a photo of 
Angela Davis and is gener­ 
ally sympathetic to Black 
Power aims. 
A nother 
antigovernment 
paper gleefully gives a big 
play to the FBI announce­ 
ment 
that 
the 
American 
crime rate is up by 11 per 
cent. 


They do this to annoy the 
colonels who are the masters 
of Greece today, and who 
are closely identified with 
the Pentagon in the public 
mind. The reasoning behind 
the press attack is that if one 
throws enough mud at all 
things American some of it 
is bound to spatter the colo­ 
nels and thus spoil their pub­ 
lic image. 
The joker in Article 52 of 
the new press law is that 
although editors are forbid­ 
den to criticize the military 
regime or otherwise to “re­ 
vive political passion,” they 
are left free to say what they 
like about Greece’s foreign 
allies,

Deputy Premier Pattakos re­ 
cently concluded a round of 
visits to his ‘‘Arab brothers 
in Libya and Egypt, while 
Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mahoud Riad has paid a re­ 
turn visit to Athens. 
While some see the Greek 
overtures to the Arab world 
as a harmless form of Amer- 
ica-baiting, others have an 
uglier name for it—black­ 
mail. The junta, the latter 
maintain, is playing footsie 
with the Arabs in hopes of 
alarming the Nixon govern­ 
ment and thus being able to 
jack more money out of the 
United States by means of 
military aid. 
French 
AMX-30 medium 
tanks stole the show at the 
recent military parade 
in 
Athens to celebrate the 150th 
anniversary of the Greek 
War of Independence. The 
government has ordered 55 
such 
tanks 
from 
France, 
paying for them in hard- 
e a r n e d foreign exchange 
which 
th e 
United 
States 
helped to accumulate. 


Nor is the Pentagon ex­ 
pected to react kindly to the 
rumor that the government 
may buy French Mirage jets 
to replace the American FA- 
48 that have now become ob­ 
solete. 
America-baiting 
h a s 
its 


limitations. In the end, the 
colonels know on which side 
their guns are greased and 
they will do nothing to seri­ 
ously impair Greek-Ameri- 
can relations. 
The policymakers in Wash­ 
ington. in turn, are in a 
quandary. With seven major 
military'bases in Greece and 
facilities for the U.S. Sixth 
Fleet, they will continue to 
support th e Papadopoulos 
regime as offering the great­ 
est security. 
For the junta looks 
as 
though it will be around for 
quite awhile. The release of 
the last batch of Communist 
prisoners from Leros island, 
234 in all, is a clear sign of 
the colonels’ confidence in 
their ability to rule without 
effective opposition. 


Military governments are 
not new' to Greece. There 
have been 10 of them in the 
past 60 years. In between, 
this country has known every 
possible political combina­ 
tion from dictatorships to 
democracies headed by a 
king, and including foreign 
occupation (the Nazi during 
World War II) and a civil 
war. 
Fear of a recurrence of 
civil war has stymied the 
efforts of the Greek people 
to resist the Papadopoulos 
regime. 
But 
one 
wonders 
how long the fear will last. 
Much will depend on events 
elsewhere — in 
the 
United 
States, Russia and Turkey.

The school bus: Friend or Foe? 


(First of Two Related Stories.) 
By TOM TIEDE 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
There was a children’s book 
once called “ The Friendly 
Yellow School Bus.” It was 
one of those Crayola-colored, 
heavily illustrated. 28-page, 
8-by-10 novels where four- 
etter words are used for 
cause, not effect. 
The plot, in brief, sur­ 
rounded the fact that this 
riendly yellow school bus 
dad been hauling kids 
around for goodness knows 
how many years and was 
getting oid and tired and 
abused. The reader could 
tell it was old and tired, 
etc., because the eyelids on 
its headlamps sagged. Any­ 
way, to make a 28-pager 
short, one day the children 
and the parents and the cop 
on the beat gave the bus an 
appreciation party which, of 
course, made the bus grille 
smile happily ever after. 
Not surprisingly, the book 
is out of print today. 
Today, the Friendly Yel­ 
low School Bus is no more. 
It’s been replaced by some 
275.000 controversial, threat­ 
ening “ vehi cl es.” If the 
buses are expressive now, 


it’s with fear in the head­ 
lights. And as for color, it’s 
the red with which militant 
parents see them. Charles 
Ward of the Ward School 
Bus manufacturing plant in 
Arkansas says, sadly, that 
his product today is “ one of 
the most hated things in the 
country.” 
The decline in favor of 
America’s school buses is, 
of course, rooted in the muck 
of forced social change. 
Either willingly or unwill­ 
ingly (usually the latter), 
as many as a half-million 
children this year are newly 
being bused from their 
neighborhoods to more dis­ 
tant places for the purpose 
of racial balance. To fight 
this situation, many parents 
and organizations are at­ 
tack i n g the buses them­ 
selves. “ They’re just not 
safe,” says a mother in 
Nashville, waving a picket. 
“ They crack up all the time. 
I don’t want my child get­ 
ting killed or hurt in that 
ugly thing.” 
The argument over the 
morality of “ integration bus­ 
ing” will, and perhaps 
should, continue. But accord­ 
ing to many authorities, the 
criticism of the buses them­ 


selves should not. “School 
buses, by and large, are 
very fine, very safe ve­ 
hicles,” says Paul Stewart 
ot the National Safety Coun 
cil. “ And right about now I 
think there are a lot of in­ 
creasingly apprehensive par­ 
ents who should know it.” 
Stewart is director of the 
school bus transportation di­ 
vision of the NSC. And, ac­ 
cording to his figures (which 
are the most complete avail­ 
able), school busing is not 
only “ very safe,” it may be 
the” safest form of motorized 
movement in fhe nation. 
Stewart says there were 
about 42,000 school-bus acci­ 
dents in the United States in 
1970. There were 3,900 
school-bus injuries. And 75 
school-bus deaths. He sees 
nothing encouraging about 
the accident of any bus or 


the injury to any young boy 
or girl but, when compared 
to other modes of transporta­ 
tion, the figures are at least 
minimal. 
The great m aj o r i t y of 
school-bus accidents and pu­ 
pil injuries are minor occur­ 
rences—scraped paint or a 
bruised finger. And in the 
area of fatalities, based on 
passenger miles traveled. 


the school Inis rate is the 
lowest of an> standard ve­ 
hicle 
Passenger cars, for 
instance, average about 2.10 
to 2.50 deaths per UK) mil­ 
lion passenger miles 
Air­ 
lines average about ,13. And 
school buses .05 
In giving these figures, 
certainly, Stewart is by no 
means beaming. He knows 
that the death of any child 
cannot be statistically meas­ 
ured. He says the record of 
school-bus safety has some 
nasty pages (in 1962 there 
were .04 deaths per 100 nul- 
lion passenger miles; in 1960 
and '67 it was up to .06). He 
takes note of the fact that 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board has recently 
criticized some bus manu- 
f acturers (for not using 
enough rivets, bolts, screws 
and welds). And he agrees, 
“ We can’t stand on the rec­ 
ord, we’ve got to make buses 
safer ” 
But what he points out, 
knocking on wood, is that 
school buses are not the 
widely neglected, thus 
chronically dangerous, rigs 
that rumors would have 
them be. 
And around the nation, 
many other transportation 
authorities echo the senti­ 


ment. Says Pope Baird, who 
directs the pupil transporta­ 
tion department in Florida: 
“ A lot of people stem to 
think busing is some kind of 
helter-skelter thing. It isn’t. 
We started busing kids in 
Florida in 1898, and we think 
we get better at it every 
year. 
B ai r d doesn’t say the 
buses are perfect. But he 
says they are fundamentally 
sound. And he joins many 
other pupil transportation 
authorities in reminding that 
condemning them may be 
the vogue but it is not pro­ 
ductive. 
So it is that people in­ 
volved with moving school 
kids are this autumn worried 
about the faded, jaded 
school-bus image. They feel 
the vehicle has gotten a bum 
rap. And it’s they who have 
to answer the frantic phone 
calls of concerned parents. 
“ Hell,” says one education 
official in New Jersey, “ we 
haven’t had an in-bus fatal­ 
ity in this state for 34 years. 


We think our kids are snug 
and secure in every bus. 


That last line, mom and 
dad, sounds like one from an 
old 28-page Crayola book.

broad responsibility Younger men, 
several with extensive conservation 
experience, have been brought into 
the department 
The big test is still to come.

We drove down to Los Angeles last 
Thursday and had lunch with John 
Lowry, bureau chief of United Press 
wire service in Los Angeles. 
John had recently returned from 
San Diego where he had spent three 
days 
with 
the 
Republican 
Convention 
A rra n g e m e n ts 
Committee — arrangements for the 
1972 GOP convention in that city. 
John 
was representing U PI 
in 
setting forth press requirements for 
the coverage of the convention. 
It 
is 
the 
UPI 
bureau chief’s con­ 
tention that unless a 
lot of work is done 
between now and 
the 
convention, 
there's going to be a 
lot of sore-headed 
newsmen 
con­ 
cerning 
arrangements. 


Press requirements are for 300 
rooms in the main convention hotel. 
The convention hotel has been 
designated as the Royal Inn in San 
Diego. The Inn has 600 rooms and 
only one conference room which 
seats 300 people. If the press gets 300 
rooms out of 600 rooms, very little 
will be lett for delegates. 
John also wonders where caucus 
sessions will be held as there are 
very little accommodations in the 


Royal Inn unless they knock walls 
out of some rooms and if they do 
that, they cut back on rooms. 
The Republican Party has also 
reserved 80 per cent of all hotel and 
motel rooms in the city of San 
Diego. The remaining 20 per cent is 
left for those permanent residents of 
hotels and motels. In other words, if

are 
planning 
to 
make 
reservations in San Diego during 
August of next year, forget it.
